The Transvaal Question 
in the 
House of Lords 

We have received the Hansard re- 
port of the Debate in the House of 
Lords on the roth November. In 
examining the report which we re- 
printed from /udia a fortnight ago, we 
find that the following portions of 
Lord Ampthill's and the Earl of 
Crowe's speeches have been greatly 
condensed. We, therelore, give those 
portions in full 

Loxp Awpruu. said: We are told 
that a compromise has been offered. 
‘The Indians are offered a3 2 compro- 
mise residential permits for a few 
Tndians annually, and they are consi 
dered unreasonable because they will 
‘not barter the honour of their race for 
this slight concession to the material 
comfort of their community. I eannot 
for the Iife of me understand the 
position of those who say that the 
Tndians ought to-accept this compro- 
mise, as people call it. My Lords, will 
{you not allow Indians to have a sense 
of honour? Will you not admit that 
they can feel, that they have a 
to leel, in these matters just as we 
should feel ourselves? Have they 
not it? ‘Those of your Lord- 
ships who have" followed the story of 
passive resistance in the: Transvaal 
cannot possibly have any doubt on 
that subject.

formulated. Pseudo science'says, not 
Hike pseudo religion, that these 
decisions are just because they are 
pronounced by personages who 
possess a divine power, but it says 
that these decisions represent the 
will of the majority, which under a 
Constitutional form of government is 
supposed to express itself in all the 
decisions and actions of the farly 
wha at any given time is in power. 

Such are the scientific vindications 
of coercion. These 
although quite groundle: 
necessary to people occu 
Teged positions that they as implicitly 
believe in them, and as confidently 
propagate them, as they formerly did 
the doctrine of the immaculate con:

difficulty, 

Mr. Bawazeer reporis that most of 
the passive resisters have lost weight 
owing to insufliciency of toed, and 
specially owing to want of ghee, and 
this notwithstanding the allowance of 
two olinces of haricot beans. It i 
respectfiflly submitted that the persis- 
tent refusal to restore the use of a fat 
equivalent in the shape of ghee is 
interpreted by my community to mean 
that the Government intend to starve

The Position of Boksburg 
~ Passive Resisters

‘Last week were published in these 
columns the names of Indians who 
were. -at Boksburg a3 passive 
resisters for hawking without licences. 
‘They were sentenced to pay-a fine. of 
$2 each ogo to gaol for x4 days 
with hard labour. Alter the judgment 
‘was given andthe men were sent to 
their destination (they had all elected 
to yo to gaol), they were sent for by 
the Magistrate who told them that 
they would not be allowed to go to 
gaol but that they would have to. pay 
their fines, and if they did not, their 
goods would be attached and sold. to 
Tecover the fines. 

Now this would’ appear to be an 
irregular, high-handed and unlawful 
proceeding on the part of the Magis- 
trate. Hitherto it has been recog- 
nised that a Court's judgment once 
delivered is final and tinalterable, « It 
can only be reversed by a Superior 
Court. But, as passive resisters, the 
men cannot and-ought not to appeal, 
Whenever Indians have appeared as 
plaintiffs or appellants in the course 
of the struggle they have undoubtedly 
to that extent departed from the true 
spirit of passive resistance. But as 
all Indians are not complete passive 
resisters, resort to law courts has 
been undertaken as a necessary. evil, 
To resume the story, the Indians 
declined to pay the fines and their 
goods were attached as follows :— 
Mr. Moses £300—400 (buildings 
and household goods, including 
tables, benches, lamp, box, stove, 
saucepan): Mr, Thomas Poonsamy 
F200 (buildings and goods similarto 
Mr. Moses); “Mr, Hari Rengasamy 
10 (household goods in use such as 
bedstead, pots, ete); Mz G. S. 
Francis £60 (household goods and 
baie Shop materials); and Mr, 
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hand and personal effects: on the 
‘other, passes comprehension, ‘The 
ding is simply an attempt to 
terrorise the victims into submission, ~ 
‘The men are naturally in a flutter. 
‘They do not want to lose their all. 
‘They have, therefore, given formal 
notice of appeal. They have received 
strong legal opinion that they have a 
good case in appeal. ‘The temptation 
is great, But, as.a passive resister, I 
can only give one advice, and that is, 
to lose all. Sweet are the uses of 
poverty. Many have been ruined 
owing to the struggle. Why will not 
the Boksburg resisters join’ the priv- 
ileged band of the poor ? 








Indian Moslems in the 
Transvaal 


Sir Francis Hopwood, the Porma- 
nent Under Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, has:replied to the represeut- 
ation of the All-India Moslem League, 
London Branch, respecting the treat- 
ment of Indian Mahomedans in the 
‘Transvaal sentenced to imprisonment 
for passive resistance. to the Asiatic 
registration laws.

The Doke Banquet 

Speeches of Messrs. Gandhi, W. Hos-

In continuation of our report pub- 
Fished last week of the Banquet given 
to the Rey. J. J. Doke, of Johannes 
burg, we give the remainder of the 
speeches.

‘The dominating interest of the 
past month has been the General 
Election, and although the results 
have put to shame some of the 
exuberant "prophets, Mr. Asquith 
returns to power with x substantial 
backing for the coming legislation 
dealing with the House of Lords. 
Punch bas apily hit off the situation 
in a cartoon representing the Prime 
Minister as a knight ready to tilt 
against long-established privilege. 
By bis side gs a small pony, strong 
and sturdy, no doul 
ment is: “1 asked fora charg 
give me this!” \The 
the pendulum has bro} 0 
Liberal majority from the extraordi- 
nary figure of that year of wonders, 
1906, but it has not sent the Union- 
ists back triumphant, as"was expected 
in some quarters. The cry that the 
Government’s life rests. upon the 
uncertain support of two independent 
parties, the Labour and the Irish 
Members, is being raised in the Press 
and on the platform, but on the main 
question—the House of Lords—the 
composite majority well agreed, and, 
doubtless, the coming session will 
show that it is also sufficient for much 
uselul work.

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How Johannesburg 
Manages its Locations 


We take the following from the 
Transvaal Leader of the 25th ultimo : 
“For this state of things the Johan- 
nesburg Municipality is partly to 
blame “in allowiag some 6,000 
natives to live in town and’ out 
of the location.” 

Above is an important extract {rom 
the annual report, issued the other day, 
of the Transvaal Law Department. It 
arises from the figures in the report, 
showing that there has been a steady 
increase in the number of persons ar- 
rested and convicted. In 1903-4 the 
number convicted was 32,255; last 
year the total was 89,005.” 

A representative of the Transoaal 
Leader yesterday interviewed one who 
is probably the best-known authority 
on local municipal topics, and received 
from him an unequivocal denial of 
the Law Department’s charge. The 
Johannesburg Municipality, he stated, 
was not more responsible for to-day’s 
condition of affairs than was: the 
Home Government, The Native At 
fairs Department was consulted on 
every step taken, and the Commi 
sioner knew exactly where the location 
was to be, established, and that the 
sewagelarm was to be put alongside 
of it. 

“What do you think the native 
population of the town is?" he asked ; 
and answering the question, replied : 
“About 120,000. Everybody has his 
houseboy, and there are criminal 
classes amongst them. Amongst 
hcuseboys crimes are as great ‘as 
amongst mine boys. Has that ever 
been inquired into by the Law De- 
partment? We have about 30,000 
houseboys, and who is responsible for 
them? No one but the maa who keeps 
the native on his premises, and who 
does that because there is no law to 
the contrary. These boys form the 
Amaleita gangs, and the girls form the 
prostitute class to a great extent. 


Johannesburg had, previous to the 
inauguration, of the Klipspruit Loca 
tion, some 6,000 natives resident at 
Vrededorp, and the municipality 
cleared them out, compensating the 
natives and despatching them to 
Klipspruit, Allarrangements possible 
were made, but there could. be no 
doubt that the new location, from the 
point of view both of the employer 
of native labour and! of the ‘hative 
himself, had not falfilled expectations. 
In the first place, Klipspruit was too 
far away. The employer of native 
labour could not afford the time re- 
quired in transport, and neither had 
the native the time to devote to it

‘The scheme was 
got up because of these. erroneous 
conclusions. Nothing at all was done, 
he reiterated, without consulting the 
Government. ‘The police, naturally, 
thought it was a splendid thing to get 
rid of the location in order to get 
them away from the poor whites, 
“But I don’t think” he stated, “that 
the remoyal can be altogether com 
demned,” 
‘The next consideration was where 
did the natives go who were turned 
out of the old location at Vrededorp 
10,000 to 12,000. ‘They got their 
jon money ; but many never 
went to Klipspruit. ‘They went to the 
different Reet centres, where they 
could brew beer to their hearts’ con- 
teot—to all sorts of irregular loca- 
tions. It was well known that the 
criminal class did not love the muni- 
cipal location. ‘The conditions were 
strict, and were strictly enforced. 
Klipspruit, from the mun point 
of view, has been “a dismal failure. 
“And the solution?”—* The Coun- 
cil must set about establishing a loca- 
tion nearer town, The Government 
is favourably considering the advis- 
ability of allocating mining ground, 
which would be more convenient for 
the native employee in the town. It 
has been under careful consideration 
for at least three months. 
“Six thousand natives.” he said, in 
conclusion, “are they 6,000 criminals?

}An Almoner of Nations in 
Distress 





During the second week of Marchi 
last, the Viceroy of India cabled to 
the President of the United States to 
express regret at the death of a. great 
American philanthropist—Dr, Louis 
Klopsch—who had just passed yay. 
Lord-Minto spoke of Hindustan's 
gratitude to the dead man, 

The fall. oieaning of this message 
must have been lost upon many 
educated Indians, for although Louis 
Klopsch had-rendered India’ inestim- 
able services, which were recognized 
by the Government by the award !of a 
“Kaiseri:Hind” medal—an honour 
paid to no other on-resident’ for- 
eigner—yet his name fs not very much 
known outside the ative Christian 
community, This is to.be regretted, 
not only becatise the deceased: dis- 
tinguished American was'a henelactor 
ol Hindustan, but also’ because his 
Wife has a distinct message (or the 
young Indian, who lacks the funds yet 
1s burning with the desire to relieve 
Aistress, to uplift the depressed. 

Louis Klopsch was reared in pover- 

He battled with adverse circim= 

in bis struggle to get on in 
life, Withal he did such marvellous 
feats of philanthropy as to earn the 
soubriquet of “An Almoner of Na- 
tions in Distress.” He proved instru- 
mental in distributing Rs, 1,20,00,000 























in 16 yeurs to relieve acute want in | co-oj 


various parts of the world. 

Ol this crore and one-fifth of rupees 
spent on philanthropy, India has been 
‘given a goodly share. In 1897 and 
‘again in 1900 Dr. Klopsch fitted out 
two steamships, the City uf Loerett 
and the Quz/o, which bad besa char- 
tered by the United States Goveri- 
ment, loaded them with food supplies 
and sent them to’ Hindustan, where. 
their contents were wiscly distributed 
amongst the starvelings of the Penin: 
sila, resulting iw the saving of count- 
less lives that otherwise would have 
ticen soufied out by the relentless 
hand of famine, 

India, of course, is only one of the 
mavy countries which has benefited 
from the. largesheartedness of the 
American almone?. Indeed, to glance 
at Dr, Klopsch’s philanthropies is to 
be impressed with them, In 1892 he’ 
‘was responsible for the ending of the 
Seamer Zo, laden with flour and 
medicine, to Russia in orderto relieve 
the famine stricken peasants in sixteen 
provinces of that country. “As a result 
of this charity, the lives of thousands 
of famishing sen, women and children 
were saved {rom death, In 1896 
similar expedition was sent out to

While managing this 
enterprise he succeeded in making 
cafrangements with Dr, De Witt ‘Tal- 
mage, one of the most renowned 
‘Amercian orators of the day, to sup- 
ply the press with transcripts, of his 
sermons a few days in advance of his 
delivering them, 30 that all the papers 
could publish the sermons simultane-

‘The career of Dr. Klopsch is in- 
spiring, in as much as itshows how a 
poor boy, with little schooling. avd 
‘Without outside: help, was able to 
‘overcome all difficulties ying between 
himself and his goal. ‘The average 
‘self-made man, when he reaches the 
pinnacle ot bis ambition, grows. glum, 
and self satisfied. In his msterialism 
hhe usually forgets his duty to. his less 
fortunate fellow-beings. Not so with 
De. Klopsch. He looked upon pro- 
sperity merely as a means calculated 
to place him in @ position betterto 
serve mankind. While he,was a hard- 
sensed business man, intensely practi- 
cal and extremely shrewd, his. heart

With the use of fresh and dried 
fruits, nuts, olive oil, and whole 
teal bread one can live in the enjoy: 
ment of perfect health and strength. 
whether occupied in light or heavy 
uties, in. country or town ( writes 
Sampson Morgan in the Fortmghtiy 
‘Repuew); At the'same time it should 
$e remembered that good quality 
fruitis of the utmost. importance. 
‘The basis of my own diet is whole- 
meal ‘bread and: butter or olive oil, 
and fresh fruit—chiefly raw tomatoes 
or bananas. The well-grown tomato 
contains about 420 grins ol sugar 
to the pound. Eaten raw with brown 
bread and butter or ofl, it forms an 
ideal repast, and strange though at 
first it may seem to. many, this. diet 
will sustain health and. strength. to 
perfection, With one exception, per 
haps, the banana has a larger p 

age of nitrogen than any other {ruit 
of its kind. “According to the latest 
analysis, the edible portion, contains 
21,0 pet cent of nitrogen free extract, 
plums contain. 20.0, che 
nectarines 159, pears 15.7, grapes 
14.9, apples 13.0, currants ¢2.8, rasp: 
berries 12.6, peaches 9.4, and sir 
berries 7:4 above figures imay 
prove useful as a guide. : 

We have come to learn that there 
is danger in the free use of concentrat 
ed foods generally. Fruits as’ dilate 
foods are exceedingly wholesome, 
and not only do they impart strength 
to'the eater, but they preserve health 
in the most natural manner. In the 
‘present contribution I-have confined 
my. attention chiefly to, fresh. fruits 
vliich can'be grown in Great Britain. 
Other tropical and sub-tropical fruits 
‘of great importance are avalable, such 
a olives, persimmons, and. avocado 
pears. ‘The persimmon contains over 
29,9 per cent. of nitrogen free extract 
and in this respect is richer and more 
niitrtious than the banana even, 
Olives and avocado pears are rich in 
fat; s0-are ground nuts, which contain 
50 per cent, of oil.

alone human progress is possible, and 
realise the necessity of preserving the 
harmonious relations between man 
‘and man that we call morality. 

Trish history furnishes an ilustration 
of the workings of the Powers control: 
ling the destinies of nations. The 
scourges which have torn her flesh, 
the fron which has entered into her 
hart, the wicked laws which crushed 
the Irish manufactures, impoverishin, 
the people, and the misery and suffe 
ing endured, “have been utilised. to 
preserve the nationality of Ireland, 
which would otberwize bave been lost, 
and which will yet be of priceless 
value to England and to Europe."

Education in China 


Sir Robert Edward Bredon, who 
has returned to London after an ab- 
sence of twelve years in Shanghai and 
Pekin, where he held the post of Act 
ing Inspector-General of Chinese 
Customs, has been interviewed by a 
Daily News writer. Rodert 
turned to the educational development 
in China. 

“Do you find that there is a grow- 
jing desire to become possessed of 
western knowledge?” I asked.

Tels ac 
interesting fact which I gathered only 
a few days before my departure. from 
‘Pekin that the Chineso are beginning 
to realise that the old-fashioned system 
which simply meant committing the 
classics to memory, is being gradually 
replaced by a more liberal and wider 
curriculum. ‘The classics are. still 
read, and their principles expounded ; 
but the laborions efforts which called 
‘upon the youth to commit books and 
essays to memory, I am told, has been 
withdrawn largely {rom the schools, 

Many high officials are maintaining 
the schools at their,own expense. I 
know the case of one lady who has at 
least filly Chinese and. Mongol. girls 
in her private school, all being educat- 
ed and partly fed at her expense. Her 
“husband, one of the tributary Mongol 
‘princes, also is much interested in the 
question of education, ‘These people 
are working in an area where educa- 
tion has been at very low ebb, and 
the fact that they have adopted this 
policy as regards their. poorer neigh- 
hours is a very singular sign of the 
times. At the same time, the educa 
tional system is somewhat crude, and 
the teaching perhaps  unsystematic, 
but a beginning has been made. The 
demand is growing, and no doubt in 
time an adequate supply of teachers 
ail literature to, mect that demand 
will be'found.”

What is a Coloured 
Person? 





‘The Times of Natal recently dealt 
ith the question in a leading 
article — 

‘What constitutes a “ coloured” per- 
soni s distinct from one who is white?

‘The 
latest definition is “any Kalin, Fingo, 
Zulu, Mosuto, Damara,  Hottentot, 
Bushman, Bechuana, Koranna, or any 
‘other aboriginal oat South or 
Central Atte the Glen Grey 
Act enumerates Kars, Fingoes, Basu:

“and the like." In the Natal. Liquor 
Act of 1806 the word ‘ native” means 
and includes ‘all members of the 
aboriginal races or tribes. of South 
Africa, including liberated -Africans 
and Griquas and Hottentots and any 
pefson whose parents come under 
the description of natives, Griquas, or 
Tn the.

Ancient Ideals and Caste 


Me. R.S. Subramaniam (Colombo), 
in the course of a paper (reproduced 
in the Mew Reformer Madras), pre-

naturally the most favourable oppor- 
tunities, circumstances, and tenden- 
cies for the purpose.” The whole 
scheme was towards the progress of 
the nation as a whole and no part of 
the labour contributed towards it was 
to be despised while another was ex 
tolled; work for the nation in any 
department of life was to be sacred. 
Who will be so foolish as to look 
down upon the hand which does all 
the necessary dirty work for the puri- 
fication of the body?—a uselul limb 
allotted to doa certain work but not 
to be despised by the eye from its seat 
of eminence. ‘The eye has its emi 
nence by its fine texture and the 
nature of its work, but should it on 
this account be reliictant to look at 
the other parts of the budy or work in 
unison ?. Yet people have been foolish

British Indians in the Transvaal 

Mr. O'Gravy said that he desired 
io speak of what to him, at any rate, 
seemed a yery important matter—the- 
position of the British Indians in the 
‘Pransvaal. He knew it was a 
dificult and ‘delicate matter, parti- 
calarly at this juncture, in view of the 
fact that an. independent Parliament

had been said or. previous occasions 
that now the ‘Transvaal had self> 
government they had a perfect right 
to carry the law they had carried 
against the British Indians, but he 
ventured to submit there was a claim 
from the Imperial point of view which 
considerably outweighed any claim 
the ‘Transvaal might have in this 
matter. ‘These laws against our fellow 
in the Transvaal were having 
considerable effect in India itself. 
Very much of the unrest in India 
arose from the fact that the Imperial 
Government had not done its duty 
with regard to the Indians in the 
‘Transvaal. In 1907 Mr. Harold Cox, 
the late member for Preston, and he 
had ventured to bring this matter 
before Parliament, and he was glad 
to sty that they were supported in all 
quarters of the House.

‘There were only about thirty Indians 
resident in the Transvaal, but it was 
never put in foree bythe late Boer 
Government, The treatment they 
received at that time clearly showed 
that the intervention of the British 
Government had some direct effect, 
because the law. was inoperative, 
Even at a laterdate Lord Lansdowne 
declared -—“ Among the many: mi 
deeds of ths Transvaal, Republic, 
Ido not know of anything that Gilg 
me with more indigoation than this 
wreatment of the Indians.” When he 
pointed out that all the vicious points 
‘of the old Act of 1895 were at present 
in operation, he thought the House 
would agree that the position was 
very peculiar and ought to receive 
attention. ‘The Indians of the ‘Trans 
vaal, in his judgment, had been misled 
upon two or three occasions with 
regard to these Acts. ‘They were 
advised by Lord Milner in ag0g that 
all they had to do was to register 
themselves voluntarily, and that then. 
they would be entitled to come: and 
to go orto stay, and would not have 
to be registered further. As a matter 
of fact, Acts carried since that advice 
was given compelled them to register, 
‘They were again promised by General 
‘Smuts, the present Colonial Secretary, 
that if they voluntarily registered they: 
would possibly be given certain 
amending Acts which would possibly 
he more favourable to thew. They. 
did as they were told, and later Gen- 
eral Smuts amended the: old Emigra- 
tion and Asiatic Act, but he so

They were the best of 
203 from all points of view, and 
yet this was the way in which they 
were treated in one of our self- 
governing colonies, Prior to the war 
there ete only 13,000 of them in 
the Transvaal, but after the wholesale 
deportations that had taken place, 
there were at present only about 
'$,000 of them remaining. ‘The treat- 
ment of some of them in the gaols 
had come under his observation, 
He personally knew some whose 
health had been permanently under- 
fined by the way in which they had 
been treated—cultured men, refined 
men—and all because they had the 
courage of their convictions and pur- 
posed vindicating thei it on every 
possible occasion, With regard to 
‘the men who had been sent out of 
the country, he admitted he did not 
know much about Indian social life ; 
but he had read very considerably on 
the matter, and he thought he was 
right in saying that the love of family 
‘was as strong, il’not stronger, among 
Indians than among very many of 
the'white population.

The Estcourt Licensing 
Appeal 


A Scandal Confirmed 


In the Natal Division of the Sup- 
reme Court of South Africa on Tues- 
day, was heard a review from the deci- 
sion of the Estcourt Licensing Board. 











Mr. Hellett appeared for the appel- 
lant, E. Sdlieman, Mr. R, J. Harrison 
appeared for certain objectors, and 
Mr, Bigby. represented the licensing 





Sulieman’s appeal from the decision 
of the Licensing Officer, who refused 
transfer of a certain license, ‘The 
Board consisted of Mr. F. E. Foxon, 
the Resident Magistrate, as chairman, 
and two other gentlemen, who. tock 
the place o! others who had recused 
themselves. Mr. Hellett took excep- 
tion to Mr. Foxon sitting on the 
Board. Mr. Foxon retired. Mr. 
Hollett objected that the Board was 
‘ot properly constituted. Mr, Hellett 
referred in the lower Court to Act 38. 
ol 1806, Section 53 of which dealt 
with the reconstitution of the Board. 
He argued that no. vacancies had 
occurred on the Board, and therefore 
it was impossible to appoint members, 
and he objected to the Board sitting, 
as it was not properly constituted.

An Indian Licence Refused 
By the Ladysmith Licensing Ofticer

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A Chinese View of the 
Transvaal Trouble 


‘Mr. Leung Quinn, the Chairman 
of the Transvaal Chinese Associ 
tion, who was deported to In 
writes his view of the ‘Transvaal 
struggle in the June number ol the 
Tndian Review in the course of 
which he says 

Tt may be as well to say at once 
that we Chinese.are not engaged in 
4 political agitation in the usual and 
accepted: sense of the term. We have 
no polities, ordinarily, outside our 
native country. But before we are 
Chinese we are men, and we claim 
to be treated as men and to have 
‘our manhood recognised, And’ as 
Chinese, we claim that we are sub- 
jects of an ancient nation in treaty 
alliance with the United Kingdom, 
and therefore on a footing of com: 
plete legal equality with British sub- 
jects, s0 far as rights. of entry into 
British territory are concerned. Whilst 
hhave, as subjects/of,an indepen- 
dent nation, different reasons from 
the people of India for hostility to 
those laws, yet in our struggle to 
secure their removal we have joined 
Tans with the ‘Rasen cir 
whom we have vileged to 
regard: af brotier, Bee 

‘Que first principal objection is that 
the Transvaal Statutes exclude every 
single man of our rice, 50 matter 
what his degree of culture may be, 
who has not previously been resident 
in the colony.

Dassadors, are welcomed in every 
Court in Europe, are declared to be 
ineligible for this forbidden land, 
not because they cannot pass an edu:

Workers of Great Britain and Ireland

great damage to Russian Jews. The 
Diack Hundreds have invented a new 
‘method of combating the Jews. In- 
stead of sing pogroms they now 
practise incendiarism. One by one 
vast Jewish communities are deprived 
by conflagrations. of all they possess: 
At Mohilef (on the Daieper), 05 a 
result of their work, 600 houses were 
demolished in the flames. Not find. 
ing that sullicient, they ‘caused: a 
second conflagration, which destroy- 
ed another hundred houses. A’ Jow- 
ish woman and ber six children were 
bumt to death. The local Jews have 
formed a civil guard to patrol the 
streets at night. At Syislotz. (Grodno), 
490 houses were burnt down and over 
1,000 families were left without shel- 
tet. Large portions of Yastrozomb 
(Radom), Sumova (Loma), Meze. 
Titch (Siedlce), Bisnoviteh (Podolia) 
and Derazchno (Zitomir), were de* 
stroyed through conflagrations. When 
a fire caused serious damage at Rad.

At Pensa, a Jew suffered exile be- 
cause he leant on the table whilst 
addressing a police officer, ‘The Sup- 
erintendent of the Police in one of 
the Saratoff districts has invented a 
new miethod of banishing our co- 
religionists, He invited several of them 
to his house, gave them a sound beat- 
ing, and ordered them to leave: the 
istrict. Another official of the same 
province has exiled several commerci- 
al representatives to the Pale, because 
their certificates bore the signatures 
of duly accredited lawyers, and not of 
their’ princi At Kielf, 2 notice 
has been issued to the Jewish exiles 
that the authorities will not consider 
fotther ‘petitions from them.

‘abnormal deatt-rate among the 
children, “This matter,” he says, “is 
still receiving such attention as will 
probably help to.a considerable im- 
provement, notwithstanding the fact 
that this is a most diffculé problem 
for solution.” We yenture to. think 
that it will cease to be a difficult 
problem the moment the relations 
between the employers and the em 
ployed become changed to those of 
an ordinary master and servant, either 
party. being only civilly liable for 
breach of contract. “Only 2,487 in- 
dentured Indians,” states the Protector, 
¢ been introduced against 10,598 
who have finished their indentures ; 
but aguinst this, 6,479 men, women 
and children have. re-indentured.” 
The Protector elsewhere admits that 
this reindenture is due partly to the 
high annual poll-tax that indentured 
Indians are obliged to pay as the 
price of freedom, Hitherto, for the 
past few years, labour bas been im- 
ported only from the Madras Presiden- 
y, but the Board has tiow decided to 
fall back upon Calcutta also. We 
note that, in spite of the protest of 
the Protector, the position of Indian 
medical officers is not yet to be 
cchuoged, and that they aré still to be 
appointed and controlled by the 
Indian Immigration Trust Board. 
We trust, therefore, that Mr, Polking- 
home's efforts to bave the desirable 
change brought about will be success- 
{ful Protector throws a curious 
side-light on the Poll Tax Act of 1895. 
He says that “it was never intended. 
that it should apply to women, but the 
wording of the Actin regard to Indian 
Tuoigrants was. such that payment 
ould not be avoided. It is presumed 
that only those women who are in a 
position to pay without undue strain 
will now,(i, €, under the Amended Act) 
be compelled todo so.” This coin- 
tides with our comments upon the 
Act of 191 when it. was passed, to 
the effect that it practically gave little 
elie to women, and that they still 
remained subject to harassment and 
needless inquiry. Tt is a manilest 
[breach of faith for the Government

Moreover, he begs 
the question when he hides himself 
Webind magisterial decisions when 
every Indian knows that except in 
ate cases an indentured Indian stands 
Tittle chance of securing justice before 
a Magistrate. Mr. Polkinghorne cor 
cludes his refutation by stating 
fact that many Indians offer themselv 
for recindenture, inferring therefrom 
that, if they were ill-treated, they 
would not do so; and then triumph- 
antly adds : * this provokes me to say 
that one ounce of fact is better than 
‘one pound of fiction.” Now the facts 
are that not a single case quoted by 
Mr. Polak can be controverted. That 
many Indians accept. reindenture is 
suliciently explained by stating. that 
they cannot live in Tudia after having 
‘once been indentured and crossed the 
Kalopa + Mr. Polak has not denied 
that comparatively Natal is a. better 
place for indentured Indians. What 
he bas persistently stated is that the 
system itself is bad, and that under 
such a system any body of employers, 
no matter to what nation orgace they 
may belong, would teat their men 
just as the Natal employers and othe 
employers of such labour do. Mr. 
Polkinghorne is concerned with de- 
fending the employers. Mr. Polak is 
concerned only with attacking” and 
showing the inherent rottenness of a 
system which is totally indefensible, 
and, if he quotes instances of gross 
illteatment, he quotes them not to 
show the inhumanity of the masters, 
ut to show that iMreatment under 
indenture is inevitable and that, there- 
fore, the system itselt should be stop- 
ped and the employers as well as the 
‘employees should be protected against 
themselves, In another issue we pro- 
pose to show how barbarous. this 
wretched indenture system is, and how 
it stands condemned from certain 
glaring omissions ia, the Protector's,

Indian Iinmigrants (Natal) for the year ended grat ber, 1999— 
the arrivals during 1909 (from Madras only) numbered 2,387, com- 

rising 1,501 men, Grt women, 121 boys, 108. girls, 55 infants (boys), 87 
infants (girls) and 4 boys born on the voyage. « 

‘The births reported during the year number 3,659—1,813 boys and 
1,846 girls—being an increase on last year’s return of 227,

‘The Indian Immigration Commission have unaniniously reported against 


the stoppage of Indian Immigration, native labour being unreliable, and so 
many industries therefore dependent upon Indentured Indian labour. This 
has long been my own view (see previous reports), and is emphasized by 
circumstances attending the labour supply in the year under review. 

Only 2,487 Indentured Indians have been introduced against 10,598 
who have finished their indentures ; but, against this, 6,479 meo, women 
and children have re-indentured, and largely made up the leakage of the 
indentured supply. 

‘The Madras Agents being able to supply only a limited number of 
Indians, the Board haye decided to re-open the Calcutta Agency for about 








six months (rom 1st January, 1910, when the Demarara Agency commences 
operations, 
The Real Object—Poverty 
While this Act 42, 1905, was specially passed to enable Indians who 


had taken out licences to again assume their right to a free return passage to 
India, only 16°93 per cent, of thein have this year availed themselves of the 
privilege. Last year the percentage was 35 37. This is somewhat remarkable 
and seems to. prove that the immediate object of reindenturing was nBt to 
return to India, but, probably, because they ware penniless and in debt and 
had not saved enough to return to India with, a paint that can only be settled 
next year.

Sir—I am directed to acknowledge

‘The Tragedy of Women’s 
Work in Japan 

yoshi Kawakami, writing in the 
Orient, on the’ factory system in 
Japan, says that children under ten: 
children of scarcely five or six years— 
are largely employed in factories, and 
rapidly disfigured and demoralised 
by injuriotsly-excessive hours of la- 
our. Women often work fourteen, 
fifteen, sixteen, and even eighteen 
hours a day! 

‘There is & noted muslin manu- 
facturing firm in ‘Tokyo employing 
1850 hands, Of these 150 only are 
whale ; the rest are girls from thirteen 
totwenty-two, who have been recruited 
from country districts. Each girl 
comes undera contract for three 
years. She gets a wage of 12 sen a 
Gay, or ad. in English money. She 
stays at one of the factory dormitories, 
and bas to pay 7} sen a day, thus 
practically keeping only 44 sen or @ 
penny fartbing a day. For this 
pittance she has to work twelve full 
hours day or night, as the factory. is 
worked in two shifts, and the change 
from day to night is effected weekly. 

‘Phere are 1,400 girls kept in 
dormitories. ‘The space of each room 
js aaft. by 2aft, in which forty-four 
‘or forty five gitls are packed day and 
Hight in two equal shifts. Tn winter 
all windows are closed.

with the advance of years. Before

Fever, headache, delirium, 
retraction of the neck, tremor and 
rigidity of the muscles are the most 
important signs of the disease, and 
these are generally accompanied by 
the outbreak of arash on the: skin 
from which the malady derives its 
name of “spotted fever”

Madras Government and 
‘Transvaal Deportees 


‘The following is the lull text of 
the Order of the Madras Government 
in reply to the appeal of the Indian 
South African League for financial 
help ow behalf of the Deportes :— 

In dealing with the request. from 
the Indian South African League for 
pecuniary assistance to the persons 
Who have been deported from the 
Transvaal, the Government wish to 
make their position clesr. 

Firstly’ questions connected with 
the deportation of Indians from South 
Arica are of an Imperial nature and 
the Madras Government can, take 
no indpendent or isolated action in 

connection. Nor can they, as a 
‘make grants | bi 
judging by the statements wh 
appeared in the public press, intend 
to return to South ‘Aftica ‘to put the 
selves into coniict wit 
administration of a British Colony. 

Secondly, the action of the Govern: 
ment of Bombay referred to in the 
League's representation is not ce 
Tevant as regards the request made on 
the Madras Goverament. ‘The Bom 
bay Government sent on the deportee 
who claimed to belong. to this. Presi- 
dency to Madras atthe public ex 
pense, as the Madras Government 
would do in the case of destitute per-

Supreme Court Judgment

£10 For Toasting Native Boy af a Fire 


An Inadequate Sentence 


Under the above headings the 
Natal Advertiser prints the following

It is probable, how- 
ever, that the term of pregnancy 
expired at time of the birth is less 
frequently ascertained in the case of 
Indian Immigrants, and so Premature 
Birth should be linked with Debility, 
in which case the mortality of Indian 
Immigrants from such causes is not 
uch higher. The mortality of the 
latter again is greater from all in- 
fective ailments except Measles and 
Whooping Cough. In respect to 
these causes of death again it is 
probable that the diagnosis is less 
exact in Indian Immigrants; the 
children come under medical obser- 
vation later in illness, And ‘the lack 
of a common language hinders the 
Mother from tendering, and the 
practitioner from eliciting, much de- 
tailed history of the illness. It may 
well be that deaths from Measles and 
Whooping Cough are attributed to 
the terminal illness, such as Bronchitis 
and Pneumonia, the figures for which 
are thereby increased.

deported to India for technical breach 
Of the regulations of the Registration 
Law, These Asiatics had been either 
resident in the Transvaal for a number 
1 years, as peaceful, honest citizens, 
or else were domiciled or had been 
bora elsewhere in South Africa.
